3. All tickets of the 40th Draw sold prior to the dy of the draw shall be included in c.ch 

Weekly Dr.w and sh fl again be eligible for the final Dr.w to be held on the 21st 

February , 1973 . 
4. One ticket sh . II win only one prize . However, more than one prize will be adquissible to 

a ticket in case of Weekly Draw prizes. 
5. The procedure of the Draw shall be the same as prescribed for a regular Draw . Tho 
Weekly Dr.Ws will be held in the presence of Judges .
